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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1,2,4-12,15-32, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by USP 5,728,575 (Liotta et al.). 

The Liotta et al. patent discloses an enzymatic resolution of the chemical 
compound FTC using both an aqueous solution and organic phase. See col. 3, lines 31- 
43; col. 4, lines 29-30; col.5, lines 16-19, 28-31 ; examples 1 and 2. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/28/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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Applicant argues that the '575 patent does not teach resolution of the nucleoside 
compounds in a non-homogeneous system, but actually teaches away by suggesting 
that the method should be performed under heterogenous conditions. 

The examiner agrees that the reference does seem to prefer that the method be 
conducted in a homogeneous system. However, the courts have held that "[T]he use of 
patents as references is not limited to what the patentees describe as their own 
inventions or to the problems with which they are concerned. They are part of the 
literature of the art, relevant for all they contain." In re Heck, 699 F.2d 1331, 1332-33, 
216 USPQ 1038, 1039 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (quoting In re Lemelson, 397 F.2d 1006,1009. 
1 58 USPQ 275, 277 (CCPA 1968)). A reference may be relied upon for all that it would 
have reasonably suggested to one having ordinary skill the art, including nonpreferred 
embodiments. Merck & Co. v. Biocraft Laboratories, 874 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ2d 1843 
(Fed. Cir.), cert, denied, 493 U.S. 975 (1989). See also Celeritas Technologies Ltd. v. 
Rockwell International Corp., 150 F.3d 1354, 1361, 47 USPQ2d 1516, 1522-23 (Fed. 
Cir. 1998) (The court held that the prior art anticipated the claims even though it taught 
away from the claimed invention. "The fact that a modem with a single carrier data 
signal is shown to be less than optimal does not vitiate the fact that it is disclosed."). 

Disclosed examples and preferred embodiments do not constitute a teaching 
away from a broader disclosure or nonpreferred embodiments. In re Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 
169 USPQ 423 (CCPA 1971). "A known or obvious composition does not become 
patentable simply because it has been described as somewhat inferior to some other 
product for the same use." In re Gurley, 27 F.3d 551, 554, 31 USPQ2d 1130, 1132 
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(Fed. Cir. 1994). The broader disclosure of Liotta t al. is that the method has been and 
can be conducted in a non-homogeneous system. Applicant's attention is specifically 
directed to col.6, lines 19-20. Accordingly, Liotta et al. is considered to anticipate the 
claimed method.
